The Railway Commission at Ottawa has spoken on 
the matter of the location of the GgT.P. station at Fort 
George. 

It decides that the station shall not be on the Fra 
ser river, but must be 3,500 feet away,from that river 
hence near the Nechaeo on the Indian reserve, The 
selection of the exact spot will be left open for a fur- 
ther hearing which will be had when construction 
reaches Fort George. 

The holders of property in the Fort George townsite 


will be pleased at the announcement and the prompt- 
ness of the Commission’s decision will give universal 
satisfaction. 

Briefly, the decision means this: There were two 


possible locations for station grounds contended for. 


One of these was on the banks of the Fraser river 
about a mile and a half (at the nearest point) above 
which makes up the Fort George townsite and extends 
over the western portion of the Indian reserve. 

As the ground on the location line of the G.T.P. 3,500 
feet from the Fraser river, according to accurate con- 
tour maps, is the slough which cuts southerly through 
the Indian reserve, it may be assumed the location will 


be west of the slough. ‘This is substantially where we 


contended it must go considering disinterested railway 
economy, 

This decision is not enly fair, but in the interest of 
the overwhelming majority of the investors at Fort 
George and once more evidences that the Railway Com- 
mission may be trusted to give the people their rights ; 
and it makes plain that there is to be no townsiting 
monopoly in British Columbia.

Regina, Sask., Mar. 8—That the 
government would in the present ses-

the expenditure of five million dollars 
on carrying out the program of the 
main highways construction through- 


} out the province, was the outstanding 


announcement in the budget speech 
delivered in the legislature this after- 
noon by Provincial Treasurer Calder. 
ull details of the government's pro- 
posed good roads policy weuld, he 
said, be given to the House at a later 
date, but after long and careful con- 
sideration the government had de- 
cided that the energetic carrying out 
of such policy was absolutely essential 
\to the welfare cf the province, 

Dealing with the financial position 
of the province, Mr. Calder stated that 
the surplus for year 1911-1912 was 
$250,000 and might even total $260,- 
000. In part he said the opposition 


| had predicted that the time was not 


far off when Saskatchewan would be 
in financial difficulties, but so far these 


| predictions had been singularly falsi- 


fied by events, 

in 1906-07 the province's total rev- 
enue for current expenditure was $1,- 
035,000, while for the year closed, 
February 29th last, it was $3,498,000, 


|and the government estimated that for

Dominion grants and subsidies had 
increased from $1,186,650 in 1906-7,
